The tabulation of weights assigned tbe horses engaged in the two great handicaps of the 
year, was incorrect in some particnlars as it was published in yesterday’s issue of Daily Bacimo 
Foem. due to telegraphic inaccnrscy. It is here published in correct form. The allotment of 
weights will come in for tbe usual amount ef comment and criticism but in tba main will stand 
tbe test ef critical insprctioc. Twe features stand out prominently. One is that for the first 
time in tbe history of the two races a mare has been assigned the top weight. The other is that 
Mr. Vofbnrg has treated tbe best three-year-olds with a degree of leniency that amounts to a 
confession that horses of that age have heretofore been practically handicapped out of any but a 
remote rb an ce of winning. Considering the high meiit of their performances last year Cha- 
cornac, Kilmarnock. High Order. Montanie, Gulden, A^ivance Guard and several others are in so 
well that more three-yeer-olds will probably contend for Brocklyn and Suburban honors this 
year tban in any other year since the institution of these races. Generally speaking the top 
weights have earned their imposts althongh Imp has seemingly been somewhat harshly treated. 
Horses in the Brooklyn that have been favorably treated are Box. tl8; King Barleycorn, 112; 
Prince McClnrg. 118; Kriss Kringle, 106; Tbe Reman, 102; Zoroaster. 105; Bam McKeever, 102 and 
BafaelJo, 113. The fine young maies, Rnsh. Admiration and May Hf>mpstead all have assign- 
ments that they can hardle with eesa bnt their prospects will probably be better in tbe Snbor- 
ban than in the earlier Brooklyn. If eccaatric Kriss Kringle can be brought to the post in the 
form he rxhibited on the Cincinnati tracks last fall his chance of being returned the winner of 
one of these big events is second to that of no other horse engaged.
